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Let People Elect 
Our ‘School Boards 


The state legislative committee in- 
vestigating Georgia’s educational setup 
is considering some highly constructive 
proposals. Especially do we hope they 
will follow through on the advice prof- 
fered by Chairman Battle of Floyd 
County and recommend legislation that 
will enable all counties to elect their 
school boards, the boards in turn to 
choose the superintendent. 

Where this procedure has been put 
into practice, the results have been bet- 
ter school administration, more har- 
mony, greater progress in solving the 
real educational problems, and greater 
interest on the part of citizens in their 
school programs. When the superin- 
tendent is relieved of responsibility for 
playing direct politics in vote getting, 
he enjoys greater independence. He is 
responsible to the people through their 
elected board. 


Many forward-looking communities 


have already adopted this method. 
Their school systems have outdistanced 
those of others who cling to the old 
methods. 

The prevailing system under which 
school boards are selected by grand 
juries and the superintendent elected 
by the people leads to a division of 
authority that breeds undesirable con- 
sequences. To achieve greater effi- 
ciency and economy—to get the most 
education for our tax dollar—this divi- 
sion should be ended.

Civil Defense Cuts 
Leave Us Confused 


Two items in the news leave us a 
little confused, as it must most Ameri- 
ean. people. 

The House has approved cuts in 
civilian defense funds that reduce Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s request for approxi- 
mately $125,000,000 to $37,700,000. 

On the same day, Defense Admin- 
istrator Val Peterson says in Baton 
Rouge that Russia now has enough 
atomic bombs to hit every metropolitan 
area in the United States simultane- 
ously and “there’s nothing we can do 
to stop them.” 


The House, no doubt, has more in- 
formation than we do about what is 
needed for the defense of the United 
States and what needs to be done about 
preparing the people for an atomic at- 
tack in case it comes. However, our 
military leaders are not so optimistic. 

A senator says the United States 
has the ability to deliver the atomic 
bomb to any part of the world from 
its present global network of air bases. 
That may be so, but Gen. Curtis LeMay, 
who heads the Strategic Air Command, 
said in Atlanta recently that this net- 
work of bases is far from completion. 
He agrees, too, that the only thing re- 
straining the Russians from attack on 
the free world is America’s superiority 
with atomic weapons and our ability to 
deliver them. As head of the force that 
must deliver these weapons, his words 
command respect. 

The House, however, has completely 
eliminated funds for finishing these air 
bases. Moreover, cuts in Air Force ap- 
propriations will cost us 6,000 planes 
in the next two years—including five 
wings of proposed B-47 atomic bomb 
carriers. 

While reducing the retaliatory poten- 
tial that holds Communist aggression 
in check, the House also renders the 
civil defense program negligible.

Isolation Is No Longer 
A Remote Possibility 


The isolationists who maintain that 
the United States can seal itself behind 
its own borders are living in a dream 
world that would make Alice in Won- 
derland seem like a practical realist. 

One has only to look at our dwin- 
dling supply of natural resources to 
realize that if the Communists do suc- 
ceed in capturing our outside sources of 
_ supply, we are in a poor way indeed. 
The problem is going to become in- 
creasingly acute with the passing years, 
making it all the more important that 
Americans in general understand that 
our investments in collective security 
are in reality investments in our way 
of life and insurance for our standards 
of living. . 

Awareness of the problem has come 


ef 


upon us so suddenly that we are slow . 


to grasp it. However, as the Population 
Reference Bureau pointed out recently, 
during the first half of the 20th Century 
our population doubled and the United 
States passed from a nation almost en- 
tirely self-sufficient in resources to one 


of growing dependence upon others for 


many essential raw materials. 

Our consumption of raw materials 
is increasing, not decreasing, as our 
population grows. We have used up 
most of our high-grade ores and cost of 
recovering what is left is making for 
steadily incre&sing costs of consumer 
goods. In 1950, in comparison with 
1900, we took from the land two and a 
half times more bituminous coal: three 
times more copper; three and a half 
times more iron ore; four times more 
zinc; 26 times more natural gas, and 30 
times more crude oil. 


Our concern with Communist de- 
signs on the remaining sources of our 
raw materials and our enforced leader- 
ship of the free world stems from a 
realization that we cannot isolate our- 
selves nor can we allow ourselves to be 
isolated. 


Children Will Go 
Near the Water 


Georgia is fast becoming a state of 
swimmin’ holes. 

Dams across its rivers, form veri- 
table inland seas. Dams across its 
creeks and branches create innumerable 
ponds, as the farmer turns to fish cul- 
ture and irrigation. 


Almost every week brings the story 
of a new recreation area, new oppor- 
tunity for water sports. 


Tragically, each week brings stories 
of the drownings that seem inevitably 
concomitant as folks take to the water. 


Yet these deaths are not inevitable. 
Or at least they can be reduced by 
training in water safety. 

That’s why the City of Hapeville is 
smart in offering free swimming lessons 
to its residents ag a part of its recrea- 
tion program. That’s why other com- 
munities would do well to follow suit, 
as many of them are—through Red 
Cross classes, for example. 

More and more, our children are 
going to turn to the lakes for their out- 
ings—to Allatoona and to Jackson, to 
Clark’s Hill and soon to Buford. 

We elders are being grossly negli- 
gent unless we see to it that they go 
out well schooled ‘in how to handle 
themselves in the water. Their educa- 
tion has been neglected if they don’t 
know how to swim.

Red-Author Order 
McCarthy Victory 


WASHINGTON —Senator McCarthy 
(Rep., Wis.) seems t6 have won his main 
point in his skirmish with the Internation- 
al Information Administration of the Depart- 
ment of State about books in overseas li- 
braries, though one would hardly guess it 
from a reading of most of the dispatches 
out of Washington. 

An important part of the text of the 
State department’s directive of instruc- 
tions to the custodians of its libraries over- 

seas was not generally 

printed. The key point 

in the controversy has 

been whether there will 

be permitted on gov- 

ernment library shelves 

books written by avowed 

Communists or by per- 

sons who—citing the 

Fifth Amendment 

‘against’ self-incrimina- 

tion—refuse to answer 

‘ questions before  con- 

i ll investigating committees. Here 

is the full text of the paragraph as issued 

by the Department of State on the after- 
noon of July 15: 

“Works of avowed Communists, per- 
sons convicted of crimes involving a threat 
to the security of the United States, or per- 
sons who publicly refuse to answer ques- 
tions of congressional committees regard- 
ing their. connections with the. Communist 
movement, shal not be used, even if their 
content is unobjectionable, unless it is de- 
termined that a particular item is clearly 
useful for the special purposes of the pro- 
gram. Application of this rule to authors 
who refuse to testify does not mean that 
they are presumed to be Communists or 
Communist sympathizers, but simply re- 
flects the fact that such action by an au- 
thor normally gives him a public reputa- 
tion which raises serious questions as to 
the usefulness of his books in the program. 
This paragraph does not apply to antholo- 
gies, other compilations, and periodicals 
which only incidentally include material 
written by persons described above. If the 
writers included in the entire publication 
are predominantly non-Communist.”’ 


That’s exactly what Senator McCarthy 
argued for when he said it was ridiculous 
to put on the shelves of government li- 
braries abroad books by known Commu- 
nists or by persons who refused to answer 
questions, claiming immunity under the 
Fifth Amendment. 3 

Unfortunately, there are some contra- 
dictions as between the words of the direc- 
tive quoted above and the action reported by 
the International Information Administra- 
tion as having been taken in one instance 
under the directive. For, after revealing 
that ‘‘the removal of all works of persons 
refusing to testify as to Communist affili- 
ations’’ was ordered on April 23, 1953, and 
after noting also that on May 13 a message 
was sent giving specific names and order- 
ing that no books he restored pending a re- 
examination, an exception was made in the 
case of Dashiell. Hammett.

McCarthy Star 
Is on the Wane 


- WASHINGTON—It does not seem pre- 
mature to say that the Joe McCarthy star 
finally is on the wane. 

Though due to a combination of circum- 
stances, much of the senator’s comeuppance 
is his own doing. He stumbled over his 
own conceit, as so often 
happens. He was blind- 
ed by the sudden power 
he achieved when Re- 
publicans won control of 
the government. The 
glare dulled his political 
judgment. 

He will undoubtedly 
continue to annoy and 
irritate the Eisenhower 
administration and the 

, latter may, as in the 
past, continue to try to appease him on this 
and that matter; but it seems clear that 
he can no longer issue his ukases from the 
Capitol and have high officials at the other 
end of Pennsylvania Avenue struck com- 
pletely dumb with paralysis. 

And, as for the Senate itself—well, Mr. 

McCarthy has stepped on the wrong toes 
there—the tender corns of Southern Demo- 
crats, sir;. and, while the Southerners no 
longer call for pistols at 10 paces, they are 
most clever with parliamentary weapons, 
and always have been. They have some 
now being oiled up that will be used before 
this session is over. 
But before going into the mistake Sena- 
tor McCarthy made with the Southerners, 
it might be suggested that the resistance 
developing here to the Wisconsin senator 
must reflect a growing doubt among our 
people about just what he is up to, and what 
it might mean to them. As a nation, we 
don’t cotton to a fellow who wants to push 
people around and poke into their private 
affairs, tell them what to read and what 
to think. 

Now that the senator is a. committee 
chairman of the party in power and has 
authority to shove people around and bully- 
rag them, and also to throw monkey 
wrenches in the orderly ge aamegesoveg of 
government, the attitude about him has 
changed. Lots of folks, so our senator re- 
ports, are getting seriously disturbed. 

Now for the Southerners. Anybody fa- 
miliar with the South and its people, its 
religion and its politics, could have told 
Senator McCarthy that he was catching hold 
of the business end of a hot poker when he 
backed up, at least temporarily, Dr. J. B. 
Matthews, the investigating committee’s 
staff director, and thus passed off lightly 
the charges Mr. Matthews made in a maga- 
zine article that ‘“‘the largest single group 
supporting the Communist apparatus in the 
United States is composed of Protestant 
clergymen,”’ 

It was never suspected that the Demo 
cratic Party would come up suddenly with 
an issue against Joe McCarthy and thus 
turn the tables on the man who has s0 
hounded them. 

But that’s the way things happen in 
politics—and in a democracy.

WASHINGTON — Twilight comes slowly 
here, creeping so softly one hardly notes the 
approaching dark. At 5 o’clock the govern- 
ment offices close and like a million mice 
government workers flow from the great 
stone buildings, HUrLyiINg  ess-2g0 2 
home to enjoy the long 
hours of pale white light 
still left to them before 
the summer darkness 
falls. 

Most move with the 
great urgency of lem- 
mings, but some stroll 
and pause and find a 
park bench and ‘sit and 
look, savoring the sights 
and sounds of their city 
at the end of day. 

Above the White House the flag flies 
bravely, on the great green lawn a tall 
white fountain plays. The huge petunia beds 
are masses of pink and yellow and dusty 
purple. Through the doors and windows, far 
behind the high barred windows, you can 
see the gleam and wink of lighted chande- 
liers, already glowing though the day is 
bright. 

At this time of day. the benches of La- 
fayette Park, facing the White House, are 
full of folk. They fall into three categories. 
There are the old people, the sad old-men 
and the old women, gowned in dusty black, 
who sit alone, staring with bleak dead eyes 


at nothing. 


There are the young lovers, snuggled 
close, holding hands and laughing, ignoring, 
perhaps not_even seeing, the folk who eye 
them sidelong as they pass. 

And there are the pigeon feeders. The 
pigeon feeders are a queer group. For the 
most part théy are elderly folk. They sit on 
the benches and shell peanuts by the hour, 
and the pigeons and the squirrels and spar- 
rows throng around. They do not pause to 
talk when you stop to make friendly con. 
versation. They grunt rudely’ and keep on 
feeding the birds. 

The other afternoon I found a.pigeon 


almost obscured by pigeons. They sat on 
his shoulder and made affectionate noises 
in his ear. They sat on his knees and now 
and then one lit on his head. 


The squirrels were among them and now 
and then one would come and take a peanut 
from his hand and sit beside him on the 
bench, munching it. The sparrows would 
come and take peanuts from his hand and 
fly away. I stood watching him.. From 
behind his cloud of flapping pigeons he 
spoke pleasantly. It was the first time I had 
ever seen a pleasant pigeon feeder, 

I asked him what he did when he wasn’t 
feeding pigeons. He said he worked for the 
government. All day, he said, he shuffled 
papers in a government office. All day, he 
said, there was one crisis after another. He 
didn’t say crisis, though, He said flap, 
which is federalese for a crisis. 

By the end of the day, he was ready to 
murder his boss and all his subordinates. 
Then five o'clock came and he put on his 
coat and walked out with his ulcers gnaw- 
ing. He came to the park and fed the 
pigeons and the squirrels and the sparrows. 
He fed them for an hour. : 

Then he felt fine. He felt relaxed and 
easy in his mind. The voices of the pigeons 
were soft in his ears. The way the squirrels 
jerked their tails pleased him. The little 
swaggering sparrows cheered his soul. He 
looked over to the White House: 

“Some day,’’ he said, ‘‘when I know that 
that guy's burdens have brought him nearly 
to the beeadkienl point I’m going to figure a 
way to call on him. I’m going over, hand 
him a sack of peanuts and invite him to 
come over here with me and sit for an 
hour and feed the pigeons and the squirrels. 
I think it will do him good. I know it helps

The longest verse 
is Esther 8:9 (90 words)

Bible is Psalms 118:18. 
These statistics are in- 4 
teresting, and the man who fad then 
must have been a patient one. 
Everything about the Bible interests mé. 
A book which appeals to me bears the title, 
‘“‘A Book About the Bible.”” It is an ine 
triguing book which enumerates all kinds 
of curious data and facts about the Bible, 
the kind of information we fail to notice 
when we read the old, familiar verses. 
Some years ago, a book was published 
under the title, ‘‘Our Roving Bible.’’ In 
this volume the author traced the influence 
of the Bible on our daily lives. In a mil- 
lion ways the’ words of the Bible have left 
their mark on our lives. 
But the Bible is not a book for the statis- 
tician and curiositv-seeker only, It 1S a 
hook of life. The Bible has heen preserved 
as great literature, but we call it ‘‘a living 
Book”’ because of the way its teachings 
pass through the gate of the eye and enter 
the citadel of the soul. 
There it becomes a molding, transforme- 

factor in a man's motives and pure- 
The Bible is a living book because~- 
the reader puts its truth into action, be- 
cause the reader translates the Word into 
his thoughts and actions. : 

Not long ago, I met a fellow minister 
who said he was ‘‘preached out.’’ He meant 
he had preached on all the texts he could 
fiid. I made two comments. The first’ 
was that some texts, like old, beloved 
songs, become richer in meaning and sug- 
gestion when repeated. 

My second thought was that if a preach- 
er feels he has exhausted all the suitable 
texts, the truth is probably that he has lim- 
ited himself to certain books and is not 
preaching from the entire Word. Many lay- 
men limit their reading of the Bible in

To Change

You may wonder just where 
to begin. Begin with the 
muscles that form your in- 
visible girdle.

TONES MUSCLES 


The first exercise tones the

LACK OF UNDERSTANDING 

“I can explain this for there 
is a lack of understanding 
among my people regarding 4 
public health nurse’s duty. The 
school of nursing opened in 
1946 and public health work 
started only since the Chinese 
Occupied the land. During the 
Japanese occupation of the 
island none of this work was 
done.’’ 

The most important thing for 
the people of my country is the 
education of nurses, and the 
education of the people to the 
benefits of this work.”’ 

Miss Chiang, small, slim and 
extremely personable, was rec- 
ommended for the Mutual Se- 
curity Scholarship by officials 
of the Health Center in For- 
mosa. Her tenure of work and 
study in this country is for 
10 months.

As far as I’m concerned the locksmiths ean, take their old 
keys and convert them into pruning hooks and plow shears. A 
lock and key is about as bothersome a combination as I can 
think of.

It’s probably an ancient country prejudice, growing out of a ~ 
childhood of unlocked doors. As a matter of natural hospitality 
as well as the assumption that our fellowman was at the very 
least as trustworthy as we were, we never had a lock or key on 
the: premises.

5 cups sugar 
2 cups vinegar

5 sticks cinnamon

1 tablespoon whole cloves 
2 lemons, sliced

Below Forecast 


Things are still peachy in 
Georgia, but not quite as 
much as was predicted by an 
earlier forecast. 

This year’s peach crop in 
10 Southern states isn’t as 
large as it appeared to be a 
month or so ago, the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture’s 
latest estimates show. Still, 
however, it is 13 per cent 
larger than last year’s South- 
ern crop. 

South Carolina, Mississippi 
and Florida are producing 
more this year than last, 
while Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Alabama expect a smaller 
crop. 

For the country as a whole, 
the péach crop is expected to 
run two per cent larger than 
1952 production.
